It appeared to be a bright preen falling 
star. On 5 neceti'^er 19U3, while travslinp' on *J, 3. Highway I60, in the 
vicinitv cf 81i'"ca, Colorado, the fireball*^ was again observed. Moving 
horizontally and wester l y a very fast rata of speed, it once T.ore appeared 
to be a nrl;jht enr^en. stated that the "fireball'’ seerrwjd elesar and more 

brilliant than previorsly. It did not lall but "went out in midair," The 
"flraoall" was last seen on 12 recember 19U3 in the vicinity of Monte Viata, 
Colorado, and aeain had the appearance of a bright rreen falling star. In
